An  exhibition  of  photography  by  Nancy  Lant  and 
Ron  Wilson  opens  at  the  Marion  Art  Center  on  Friday, 
March  12,  with  a  reception  to  meet  the  artists  from  6:00  to 
8:00  pm.  Ms.  Lant  lives  in  New  Bedford  and  will  be 
showing  her  images  from  around  the  world.  In  the  past 
several  years  she  has  traveled  to  China,  Tibet  and  other 
exotic  areas.

Mattapoisett  Special  Town  Meeting 

March  9, 1999

A  Special  Town  Meeting  for  the  Town  of 
Mattapoisett  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  March  9  at 
7:36  pm  in  the  auditorium  of  Old  Rochester  Regional 
High  School  by  Town  Moderator  Richard  W.  Blasdale 
having  noted  the  presence  of  a  quorum  of  121  voters. 
After  a  Salute  to  the  Flag  and  a  moment  of  silence  for 
Town  Meeting  members  departed,  Mr.  Blasdale 
introduced  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
Finance  Committee,  and  Town  Clerk  Lois  Ennis  —  all  of 
whom  were  seated  with  him  on  the  stage. 

One  resident  asked  why  the  Town  Meeting  wasn't 
being  taped  for  broadcast  on  MediaOne  cable  television, 
and  Executive  Secretary  Carol  Adams  noted  they  were 
called  and  made  aware  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  date 
and  time.  Resident  Diane  Perry  suggested  it  was  her 
understanding  that  the  "protocol"  was  for  the  Town 
Moderator  to  contact  MediaOne  to  cover  the  Town 
Meetings.  Mr.  Blasdale  said  he  felt  notification  from  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and/or  Ms.  Adams  was  sufficient. 

FinCom  Chairman  Richard  Gamache  reviewed 
the  town's  financial  status  going  into  the  13-article  Special 
Town  Meeting  warrant.  He  warned  that  voters  should  "be

careful"  in  spending,  as  there  is  only  $701,000  in  available 
Free  Cash.  The  FinCom  is  recommending  $215,000  be 
spent,  which  would  leave  only  $485,000  going  into  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting.  To  date,  the  FinCom  has  received 
a  total  of  $11.8  million  in  budget  requests  for  the  next 
fiscal  year,  and  they  anticipate  having  only  $11.6 
available.  "That  will  leave  us  about  $313,000  in  the  hole  ... 
requiring  overrides,"  Mr.  Gamache  said. 

Under  ARTICLE  1,  voters  were  asked  to  transfer 
$135,500  from  Free  Cash  into  the  Stabilization  Fund  for 
future  capital  expenditures.  Mr.  Gamache  explained  that 
the  Stabilization  Fund  can  be  used  to  purchase  needed 
items  on  a  "one  shot"  basis  without  having  to  take  out  a 
bond  or  approve  an  override.  The  move  would  require  a 
2/3  majority  vote.  The  article  was  unanimously  approved. 

A  similar  measure  was  requested  under  ARTICLE 
2,  as  voters  were  asked  to  transfer  $10,000  from  Free  Cash 
into  the  Reserve  Fund.  Mr.  Gamache  said  this  account  is 
used  to  get  through  the  balance  of  a  fiscal  year  when 
certain  departments  come  to  the  FinCom  to  request  a 
transfer  to  cover  unexpected  expenses.  A  good  example

would  be  when  the  town's  allocated  snow  removal 
account  is  exhausted,  they  can  transfer  money  from  the 
Reserve  Fund  to  cover  the  difference.  Voters  unanimously 
approved  the  article. 

Voters  also  readily  approved  a  $347.55  transfer 
from  Free  Cash  to  cover  two  unpaid  bills  from  Fiscal  Year 
(FY)  1998  under  ARTICLE  3  —  including  $307.50  to  cover 
vaccines  for  a  Shellfishing  Deputy  and  $39.95  for 
additional  wages  and  expenses  under  the  Elementary 
School  budget. 

Under  ARTICLE  4,  voters  were  asked  to  approve 
a  total  of  $55,247.66  to  cover  supplemental  budget  items 
from  FY  1998.  Among  these  expenses:  $7,800  for  clerical 
assistance  in  the  Treasurer  /Collector's  office;  $10,778  to 
cover  additional  salaries /wages  for  the  Fire  Department; 
$3,000  to  cover  state-mandated  training  for  Fire 
Department  personnel;  $7,500  to  replace  the  totaled 
cruiser  at  the  Police  Department;  $1,200  to  replace  Fire 
Alarm  Systems  for  the  Fire  Department;  $8,291.66  for 
additional  wages  at  the  Water  Department;  $480  for 
additional  fire  hydrant  rentals;  $1,128  to  cover  the  salary 
of  the  town's  Health  Agent;  $7,500  for  additional  hauling 
to  SEMASS  under  the  Board  of  Health;  $6,000  in 
additional  Veterans  Benefits;  and  $1,570  in 
Unemployment  Compensation  for  the  Highway 
Department.  The  article  passed  with  some  opposition,  116 
to  5. 

Fire  Chief  Ronald  Scott  explained  that  an 
additional  $2,500  was  needed  to  cover  the  removal  and 
purging  of  the  old  in-ground  fuel  storage  tank  at  the 
Town  Barn,  to  be  added  to  monies  previously  allocated  at 
the  1998  Annual  Town  Meeting  under  ARTICLE  5.  The 
article  was  approved  by  majority  vote,  120  to  1. 

Voters  also  unanimously  approved  an  allocation 
of  $400  for  the  town's  share  in  the  Tri-Town  River 
Committee  under  ARTICLE  6.

There  were  many  questions  over  the 
establishment  of  a  town  website  and  e-mail  and  internet 
access  for  Town  Hall  offices  under  ARTICLE  7  which 
requested  $5,000  at  the  urging  of  the  Computer  Advisory 
Board.  The  FinCom  did  not  recommend  the  article,  but 
the  Computer  Advisory  Board  made  a  compelling 
argument  in  favor  of  the  move.

Computer  Advisory  Board  member  Joseph  Slattery.  The 
article  was  approved  via  majority  vote. 

ARTICLE  8,  which  requested  a  Feasibility  Study 
Update  of  both  Center  School  and  Old  Hammondtown 
School,  was  indefinitely  postponed  by  the  Mattapoisett 
School  Committee  in  favor  of  amended  versions  of 
ARTICLES  9  and  10. 

Under  ARTICLE  9,  which  was  submitted  by 
petition,  resident  Charles  Van  Voorhis  requested  an 
allocation  of  $50,000  to  prepare  schematic  architectural 
plans  for  the  renovation  and  expansion  of  Center  School. 
Mr.  Van  Voorhis  said  after  gathering  results  of  recent 
surveys,  it  seems  clear  that  the  majority  of  Mattapoisett 
residents  want  to  retain  Center  School  as  a  school  and  not 
combine  all  grades  into  one  elementary  site.  "I  think  this 
is  a  strong  indication  of  what  the  town  wants,"  he  said. 

Mattapoisett  School  Committee  member  Peter 
Hodges  amended  the  article,  however,  to  include  Old 
Hammondtown  School  and  increase  the  requested 
amount  to  $100,000.  "When  we  go  to  the  state  with  a  plan, 
we  need  to  cover  PreK  through  Grade  6,"  Mr.  Hodges 
said.  "If  we  cover  just  Center  School,  we  may  be  self- 
defeating."  Mr.  Hodges  added  that  the  state  would  frown 
upon  a  proposal  that  included  only  Center  School  and  not 
cover  all  the  elementary  grades. 

Though  most  people  seemed  to  be  in  favor  of  the 
proposal,  Cecile  Sanders  disagreed.  "I  don't  want  people 
to  think  your  survey  is  the  definite  feel  of  the  town,"  she 
said.  "Because  I  don't  think  it  is."  She  was  concerned 
about  the  increase  in  school  population  over  the  next  25 
years  and  the  current  problems  the  town  is  having  in 
meeting  busing  demands. 

Although  the  FinCom  did  not  recommend  the 
passage  of  ARTICLE  9,  voters  approved  the  $100,000

RABBIT  DIET 

My  pet  rabbit  is  getting  fat.  I  feed  her  pellets  and  occasional  lettuce. 
An  all  pellet  diet  is  not  healthy  for  rabbits.  It  promotes  obesity,  over- 
grown teeth,  diarrhea,  and  the  formation  of  hairballs  in  the  stomach. 

What  should  I  feed  my  rabbit? 

Pet  rabbits  need  high  amounts  of  fiber.  This  is  best  supplied  by  a  diet 
of  timothy  hay  or  other  grass  hay.  Avoid  alfalfa  as  it  has  too  much 
calcium  and  protein.  The  rabbit  should  be  fed  as  much  of  this  hay  as 
she  wants. 

What  about  lettuce? 

Romaine  and  other  leaf  lettuces  are  OK  but  iceburg  lettuce  has  no 
nutritional  value.  Try  feeding  your  rabbit  other  green  vegetables 
such  as  brocolli.  Start  with  a  smallpiece  then  double  the  amount 
given  on  each  subsequent  day.  This  allows  the  bacteria  in  the  rabbits 
intestine  to  acclimate  to  the  new  food.  Overfeeding  a  new  food  can 
cause  diarrhea  and  even  death. 

Are  there  other  foods  to  avoid? 

Avoid  starchy  foods  such  as  oats,  cheerios,  potatoes,  and  most  other 
foods  that  we  like.  Stick  with  hay,  vegetables  that  are  slowly  intro- 
duced and  some  pellets.

The  MRC  also  submitted  a  letter  regarding  Old 
Landing  ramp  access.  "Based  on  the  letter  of  January  6, 
1999  from  Marc  Deshaies  of  Perry,  Hicks,  Crotty  and 
Mitchell,  we  and  the  Harbormaster  unanimously 
recommend  the  use  of  the  launching  ramp  at  Old  Landing 
be  limited  to  Marion  residential  permit  holders,"  the  letter 
stated.  "We  recommend  that  appropriate  (signs)  be  placed 
at  the  ramp  at  the  earliest  possible  date." 

Harbormaster  George  Jennings  emphasized  the 
serious  problems  faced  by  the  town  if  Old  Landing 
continues  to  be  abused  in  the  manner  it  has  been  by  non- 
resident permit  holders.  "This  subject  was  brought  up  at 
the  end  of  last  year's  Town  Meeting  as  a  problem  that 
needs  immediate  attention,"  Mr.  Jennings  said.  "The  out- 
of-town  and  even  out-of-state  fishermen  inundate  the  use 
of  the  landing  year  after  year  causing  disruptions  ...  loud 
foul  use  of  language  and  other  unacceptable  activities  that 
I  will  not  get  into  to  detail  about.  It  is  very  important  to 
remember  that  this  area  was  never  designated  for  public 
use  and  should  be  posted  as  a  residential  and  permit- 
holding  accessible  area  only."

"With  the  objective  to  get  focused  we  seem  to  be 
struggling  with  how  to  go  forward  due  to  so  many 
conflicting  opinions,"  said  Mr.  Merlino.  "The  facility  plan 
is  several  years  old  and  with  the  confusion  of  the  new 
permit  there  are  many  issues  that  need  to  be  addressed 
that  we  are  having  difficulty  doing  on  our  own." 

The  objectives  in  turning  to  CDM,  Inc.  for 
consulting  in  the  most  cost-efficient  manner  would  be  to 
make  the  changes  necessary  to  discharge  at  a  sustained 
flow  rate  of  1.0  MGD,  while  meeting  limits  in  the  NPDES 
permit,  beginning  a  program  of  upgrading  the  WWTP 
and  associated  systems  to  provide  an  approximate 
doubling  of  sewer  conditions,  accommodating 
reasonably-anticipated  new  treatment  requirements  in  the 
upgrade  program,  and  to  make  maximum  use  of  State 
Revolving  Funds  for  design  and  construction  activities. 

Chairman  Winters  agreed,  however  pointed  out 
that  in  relying  on  the  state  revolving  funds,  the  board  is 
left  with  its  hands  tied.  A  quick  turn-around  is  not 
realistically  going  to  happen  as  everyone  would  like  to 
see.  Selectman  Schaefer  pointed  out  that  in  her

Marion  Planning  Meeting 

The  Marion  Planning  Board  will  host  another  in  a 
continuing  series  of  public  meetings  with  town  residents 
to  review  the  information  on  growth  statistics  which  will 
have  a  future  impact  on  the  town.  This  meeting  is 
scheduled  for  Monday,  March  29  at  7:00  pm  in  the  Marion 
Music  Hall. 

On  December  16, 1998,  the  Planning  Board  held 
its  most  recent  public  meeting  and  presented  information 
on  potential  changes  to  both  residential  and  commercial 
zoning.  Since  then,  the  board  has  worked  with  outside 
resources,  including  the  Buzzards  Bay  Project,  to  develop 
data  that  would  address  many  of  the  concerns  raised  at 
the  December  16, 1998  meeting.  The  Planning  Board 
requested  the  Buzzards  Bay  Project  to  develop  maps, 
information,  and  data  which  take  current  building 
statistics  as  a  baseline,  and  project  future  potential 
buildout  scenarios  using  varying  building  assumptions. 

The  initial  cut  at  this  work  has  been  completed  by 
the  BBP  and  the  information  was  made  available  to  the 
board  on  February  22  of  this  year.  The  board  is  now 
working  to  evaluate  and  summarize  this  information  in 
order  to  deliver  it  to  interested  town  residents  at  the 
March  29  meeting. 

In  view  of  the  upcoming  Town  Meeting  and  the 
many  fiscal  issues  to  be  discussed,  the  Planning  Board 
views  this  as  an  important  and  timely  opportunity  to 
disseminate  key  information  on  growth  issues  and  to 
receive  feedback  from  residents  which  reflects  their 
desires  for  future  planning  activities.  Any  feedback 
received  will  help  the  Planning  Board  to  pursue  shorter

When  Robert  De  Niro  has  a  good  time  (which  isn't  nearly  often 
enough),  he  spreads  thefun  around.  In  AnalyzeThis,  the  belly-laugh 
new  comedy  directed  by  Harold  Ramis,  De  Niro  looks  as  relaxed  as 
he  does  in  any  Martin  Scorsese  film.  His  character  here  —  Paul  Vitti, 
an  anxiety-stricken  mobster  in  need  of  therapy  —  is  a  synthesis  of 
several  of  his  other  characters;  he  knows  that,  and  we  know  that, 
and  we're  all  in  on  the  joke,  yet  De  Niro's  genius  is  that  he  doesn't 
let  on  that  he  knows.  He  plays  Paul  more  or  less  straight;  he's  funny 
in  the  same  way  he's  funny  in  isolated  moments  in  most  Scorsese 
movies  (some  of  us  still  quote  from  his  great  Casino  blueberry  muffin 
tirade),  yet  here  he  also  has  an  ordinary  nebbish  to  bounce  off  of.  In 
all,  it's  De  Niro's  freshest  work  since  a  similar  turn  in  Midnight  Run. 

Analyze  This  is  fluff,  and  probably  inconceivable  without  De 
Niro,  but  it's  been  delivered  by  people  who  know  what  they're  doing. 
Harold  Ramis  has  become  a  solid  actor's  director — he  got  four  great 
performances  out  of  Michael  Keaton  in  Multiplicity  —  and  he  hasn't 
lost  the  scrappy  comedic  instinct  that  distinguished  his  debut, 
Caddyshack.  The  script,  which  is  credited  to  Ramis,  Ken  Lonegan 
and  Peter  Tolan,  isn't  especially  original;  recent  projects  with  the 
same  premise  include  the  National  Lampoon  cable  movie  The  Don's 
Analyst  and  the  HBO  series  The  Sopranos  —  both  of  which  explore 
the  absurdity  of  a  mobster  in  therapy.  What  Analyze  This  has  is  De 
Niro  as  a  mobster  in  therapy,  and  Billy  Crystal  as  his  shrink.  It's  a 
one-joke  movie,  but  it's  an  awfully  good  joke,  told  here  by  experts. 

As  the  neurotic  shrink  terrified  of  his  patient,  Woody  Allen 
might  have  been  more  on-the-nose,  or  even  De  Niro's  Midnight  Run 
costar  Charles  Grodin.  But  Crystal  is  an  old  hand  at  scoring  meek 
laughs  off  of  hardened  icons  —  his  rapport  with  Jack  Palance  was 
the  only  reason  to  see  City  Suckers  —  and  he  stays  in  character  as 


Dr.  Ben  Sobol, 
bearded  and  soft  in 
the  middle,  worried 
about  his  impending 
marriage  (to  Lisa 
Kudrow)  and 
secretly  resentful  of 
his  famous  shrink 
dad.  As  the  shrinks 
and  the  patient's 
lives  intersect,  they 
both  fall  apart  and  put  each  other  back  together,  each  doing  things 
he  never  imagined  doing.  Crystal  is  at  his  funniest  when  bluffing  at 
a  climactic  meeting  of  the  families;  introduced  as  Paul's  consigliere, 
Ben  draws  on  the  same  gangster-movie  mythology  that  everyone 
else  in  the  room  (including  Paul's  scowling  rival,  played  by  Chazz 
Palminteri)  follows  to  the  letter. 

There's  sterling  support  throughout  —  Kudrow,  with  her 
distinctive  wobbly  timing;  Joe  Viterelli  as  Paul's  seen-it-all  right- 
hand-man;  Palminteri,  playing  his  role  even  straighter  than  De  Niro 
and  getting  his  laughs  from  our  Bronx  Tale  associations.  But  you 
can't  really  talk  about  Analyze  This  without  talking  about  De  Niro, 
who's  not  only  funnier  but  also  more  moving  than  he's  been  in  a 
while.  Paul's  first  crying-jag  scene  is  hilarious;  in  a  later  tearful 
scene  with  more  serious  undertones,  I  was  afraid  people  in  the 
audience  would  be  conditioned  to  laugh  at  at  Paul's  tears  anyway. 
Nobody  did.  It's  a  fully  rounded  performance,  not  a  novelty. 

Harold  Ramis  is  a  good  idea  man  and  good  with  actors,  but  he 
usually  lets  things  slip  in  the  last  act;  Analyze  This  sort  of  sputters 
to  its  pat  conclusion,  leaving  some  things  unresolved.  It  could  be 
that  Ramis  has  so  much  fun  with  his  movies  that  he  doesn't  want 
them  to  end;  he  should  take  a  page  from  Palminteri's  character  and 
have  someone  look  up  "closure"  in  the  dictionary  for  him.  But  if  he 
can't  sustain  his  inventiveness  to  the  end,  at  least  he  has  more  going 
on  in  the  bulk  of  his  movies  than  your  average  Ivan  Reitman  comedy 
or  teen  comedy.  At  its  best,  this  is  a  gangster  comedy  to  put 
alongside  Wise  Guys  and  Married  to  the  Mob  (and  light  years  ahead 
of  Mafia!)  —  a  comedy,  like  the  best  gangster  dramas,  that's  more 
about  attitude  and  temperament  than  about  whacking  people.
